THE PRICE OF BEEF 


Matters of Interest to Nevada 
Stock Men. 


SOME POINTS FOR CATTLE DEALERS 


The Oost of Raising, Fattening, Trans- 
porting, Slaughtering, and Re- 
tailing Explained, 


“Why is beef so high?” asks a 
correspondent of the New York 
Sun. The producers and handlers 
of it unite in the response that it is 
nat bigh, But the housekeeper 
thinks it le, all the same Perhaps 
it is so only relatively. If every- 
body had employment at large 
wages, the ruling prices of beef in 
the retail market would doubtléss 
appear reasonable; but circum: 
stances alter cases, An idea has 
become prevalent that the meat 
supply of the East is controlled by 


a widespread, powerful ring of pro- 
ducers, drovers and butchers, who 


fix prices to suit themselves, upon 
an estimated basis of how much 
people will stand, rather than upon 
a reasonable estimate of fair busi- 
ness profit, and that they constantly 
make eXcessive gains. To deter- 
mine whether this is so or not, one 
must have some accnrate knowledge 
@how beef cattle are procured, how 
they are fitted for market, through 
how many hands they pass, what 
additions are necessarily made to 
their cost by the several stages 
through which they pass, and what 
their actual value is to the retail 
butchet, the one link of the long 


chain who is brought in contact 
with the public. These are things 
that. hardly one person among ten 
thousand knows anything about. 
If there is anybody who knows it 
all, it is T. C. tman, who is well 
known through the country as 
THE CATTLE KING, 

He has been in the business of 
supplying beef for a great many 
years, and by the magnitude of his 
operations rather than their large 
pereentage of profit, has become 
very rich. In conversation a few 
days ago he affirmed that there is 
bardly a living obtainable, at pres- 
ent prices, for an¥bedy in the beef 
business, particularly those who 
bave not large capital to take ad- 
vantage of rare opportunities, and 
who are consequently subjected to 
frequem fluctuations in the whole- 
sale prices, which, though seem- 
ingly small, are still sufficient to 
wipe out the profit. In explana- 
tion he said: We get the bulk of 
our cattle new from IIlinois, 
Missouri, Nebraska and Kansas, 
some also from Iowa; none of any 
account at present from ‘Texas. 
Most-of the Texas cattle go to St. 
Louis and Chicago for the dressed 
beef and canning trade, but some— 
corn-fed—come here in the Spring. 
New York requires heavier beef 
and of better quality than Texas af- 
fords, and souosquent'y we take 
comparatively little at any season 
from that source of supply. Through 
the States that I bave mentioned 
men who are known as feeders go 
about to the farmers and growers 
buys up cattle to be fed on corn 
and thus fattened up and put in 
condition for the market. These 
men take from 100 to 200 head each, 
in Illinois, and also in Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Kentucky—from which we 
get cousiderable numbers of cattle.

The amount of good the cattle get 
from their feeding depends very 
largely upon the sort of Winter 
Weather they have, Steady cold 
weather is best for them, and puts 
on most weight; whereas variable 
weather, with hard sterme aiid 
thaws is not at all good. Their jn- 
erease of Weight will vary froiti 150 
6 900 potinda, If a steer weig 
„200 pounds when he goes on corn 
in the fall, be ought to weigh, four 
months later, 1,500 pounds, or close 
to it if the season is goo; but if he 
has net taken on flesh Well, he will 
be kept on corn a couple of months 
longer, as lis sale depends very 
largely upon his edndition, a tech- 
nical plitase that itellides a pH 
deal more than the dead weicht. 
When in condition the steer is sent 
to either the Chicago or the St. 
Louis market, to be sold to eastern 
drovers and slaughterers. 


COST OF TRANSPORTATION. 


The freight charges o get him 
there vary, of cOurse, With distance 
of the locality where he has been 
fed, all the way from $15 to $20 per 
ear, carrying 16 head of cattle. 
They pack in 17 light ones and can't 
get in more than 15, very good ones, 
but 10 is about the average: The 
price for geod ¢ofn>fed, Well-coudi- 
tioned cattle in Chicago varies 
from 4} to 6 cents per pound at this 
season. In Summer there are more 
gruss cattle, and geod coru-fed cat- 
tie fetch as muchas they do now, 
while the others are lower. Last 
Summer they got the price as high 
up as 71 cents per pound, live 
weight in Chicago, but that was 
merely temporary, caused ex: 
cessive transportation abro:d: 
Whatever they sell for, the com- 
mission merchant Who sells them 
gets his percentage. I don't know 
eXactly what that is vow, but I be- 
lieve it is about 50 cents a head; say 
$7 or $8 per car. 

WHO HAS MADE ANYTHING? 


„Now, let us see for a moment, 
who has made any big money on 
the steer thus far. The farmer 
could hardly have done so, for no- 
body will say that four cents per 
pound is more than enough fora 
three-year*old steer, the w# things 
are now in this country. And 
where has the feeder’s big profit 
come in? We all say nothing about 
labor, interest upon investment, 
salt and the other expenses that 
the pizs are supposed to pay. Out- 
e of that, the 1.200 pound steer 
co-t originally $48, ate $40 worth 
of corn, cost say $1 50 to get him 
to market, and 50 cents commission 
on his sale when he weighed 1,500 
pounds, and brought the good price 
of six cents per pound. His cost 
was $90, and he sold for exactly 
$90. There isn’t much richness in 
that,

THE ASYLUM CHARGES 


Another Vigorous Communi- 
cation From Carson. 


A GUESS AT THEIR TRUE INWARDNESS 


Why the Oommistionam Desire 
Change They Love Not Daw- 
son Less, But Others More. 


CARSON, March 7. 
Ett. Gazetter~In my letter of 
yesterday I endeavered to give an 
acctunt of the surprising move 


made in the Hoétd of Commigslon- 


ers for the decapitation of Dr. Daw- 
son as Superintendent of the asy- 
lum. Presuming that the question 
in issue isone of public moment, 
and that we are all permitted ta re- 
view arid criticise the publie acts 
of our public servants, I have taken 
the pains to probe this nefarious 
scheme, and herewith give you the 
results. Dr. Bishop of your place 
has always lvoked with jealous eyes 
upon the selection of Dr. Dawson to 
superintend the asylum, and has 
frequently announced himself ag- 
grieved at the supposed slight put 
upon him by the Board in failing 
to recognise his claims to such pre- 
ferment. For some time past he 
has been Industriously seeking to 
elevate himself by pulling Dawson 
down, and to this end formed a 
combination with a Dr. Bergstein 
of Virginia Cify, a pronounced 
Democrat and a factotum of Gover- 
nor Adams in political campaigns— 
by the way, Bergstein never plays 
cards, I am informed; at least, not 
for cigars, The projected enterprise 
contemplates a medical co-partnet- 
ship at Reno, which is to include as 
a part of its business the manage- 
ment of the asylum. It was thought 
first to be the better policy to make 
up charges against the oc man- 
agement which would justify the 
Board in remeving Dawson, and to 
that end one of the parties in inter- 
est bas been swimming around the 
meadows seeking for light upon the 
subject. Hut, rievertheless, the re- 
moval had already been determined 
upon, for the following reasons: 
First—Adams is desirous of reward- 
ing Bergstein for past services and, 
moreover, is spiteful because of the 
action of the Republican — — 
in the last Legislature in replacing 
Warden Garrard with a Republi- 
can, thus preventing Adams from 
taking care of Secretary Merrill, 
who must now give way to Garrard. 
Adams announced this action of the 
Legislature as one of the reasons 
which should move him in the 
premises some six weeks ago. 
Second—Hallock is, at least he 
says he is, under strong obliga- 
tions to Dr. Lee of this place, 
a half brother to Bishop, and 
although a public officer, in vested 
with a public trust, felt it incum- 
bent upon him to manage the pub- 
lic business in the interest of his 
personal friends. He admits that 
no other reason does or can exist 
for removing a faithful servant 
whom he, Adams, Huffaker and 
Deal but two short months ago 
commeuded to the Legislature as a 
faithful officer. But to return to 
the charges. Your readers were ad- 
vised by my communication of 
yesterday of their character. The 
fifth charge, which I was unable to 
recollect at the time of previous 
writing, turns out to be simply an 
explanation from J. P. Winfrey 
why he expressed no dissent at the 
discharge of his brother from the 
asylan. None are verified—all 
were ignored. Yet Controller Hal- 
lock moves a resolution which re- 
cites as a reason for its adoption the 
sup fact that the physicians of 
the State had bad no opportunity 
to com for the office. Suppose 
this to have been true? Such a fact 
might in the first instance justify 
the Board te refuse toappoint until 
all doctors had been heard from; 
but does it warrant the removal of 
a faitbful and 1 man, who 
has been tried in the balances and 
not found wanting, to put in one 
who has never yet been tried? 1 
apprehend not. But the truth is, 
the preamble to Hallock’s resolu- 
tion is false in fact, and, I am sorry 
to say, the evidences are the Con- 
troller knew it to be false. Hal- 
lock himself asked Dr. Lee if he 
would take the. place, before Daw- 
son got it. Lee declined. Bishop 
told Dawson that he would not take 
it, and so admitted to a friend of 
our correspondent yesterday, stat- 
ng, however, that be was jok- 
ing. Dawson told Lee what Bishop
